Fire hina a short circuit: * a power 
cable in the Times Square Station of 
the ‘Subway* at 3:15 0’ Glock this morn- 
ing .spread until. it’ thfeatened. to burn 
the ‘boarding in the to&dway of ‘Seventh 
Avenue on ‘the west‘ side of: the ‘Times 
Building. . - 

The smoke. and.flames “went : from -the 
Subway tube ‘to thé excavation being 
made , under ‘Séventh™ ‘Avenue for -the 
dual system.) It was there that. the 
firemen attacked the blaze. _ Meantime 
trains were stopped. ‘ 

A northbound Bronx train had left the 
Times Square Station at 3 o’clock. A 
little later pefsons waiting: for > the 
Broadway train saw a small blaze‘at the 
north end of the station ‘in the ceiling 
over the.southbournd tracks. It quickly 
spread, filling the station with smoke. 

When the Broddway train pulled in, 
nearly filled, there was .some little. ex- 
citément as  soow-as the passengers 
breathed the smoke, put /the guards 
opened the doors and the train, as. well 
as the station, was secon emptied. It 
was held ‘there and word was flashed 
up and down the line warning other 
trains “of the ‘fire: No trains were 
caught far from stations, and every 
one got; out safely. 

By’ ‘the timé the fire apparatus ar- 
rived ‘nearly~all. of the fire’ seemed. to 
be tn the Seventh Avenue excavation. 
Heavy. sthoke was coming up*’between 
the platiks fora block below and a 
block’ above the Times: Building. . The 
firemen ripped up thé boarding and went 
down into the excavation to fight the 
fire. The workmen im the exeavation 
had already got ‘out safely. 

The. chief ‘difficulty under which the 
firemen labored: at first. was their, in- 
ability to use: water on the blaze until 
the, power was. shut off. This enabled 
the fire to spread considerably- 

The Subway “block” in which the 
Times Square Station ‘ds . situated ex- 
tends from Bighteenth ‘to’ Fifty-third 
Streets. _ Officials, of ‘the. Interborough 
said that, with the exception of the 
train emptied in*the Times Square Sta- 
tion, mo; others were caught in this 
block when ‘the power was shut off. 

By 3:30 the fire was ‘still burning and 


trains were’ still stalled in the Subway. 
The indications ‘were then that it wou 4 
be some hours before the tunnet would 
be clear enough to énable trains to run 
again.

Late Théodore M. Davis's Fa- 
~ mous Collection Believed to 
- be Left to Museum. 


HIS WILL NOW TO BE FILED 


Priceless Objects. Gathered by Antl- 
quarian Who Died at Secre- 
tary. Bryan’s.Florida Home. 


The will of. Theodore M. Davis, the 
Egyptologist,. who died at thé! Florida 
homé of Secretary: of State Bryan* in 
.Miami, on Feb. 23, willbe filed for pro. 

bate this week in ‘Newport, R.1., where 
Mr.. Davis:lived for many years. 

Coincident with this.report speculation 
has. begun regarding. the disposition to 
be made in the will of Mr. Davis's price- 
less collection of Egyptian art objects 
and antiques. THE New :YorK TIMps 
was. informed last night that the more 
valuable part of the collection would 
be left to. the . Metropolitan Museum, 
where it. has been on.loan exhibition. 
The remainder 1s‘in Mr. Davis’s New- 
port home, The Reefs. Some. of _the 
more important’ pietes. in it ‘also. may 
go to the museum, it is said. 

Herbert Parsons, executor’ of Mr. 
Davis’s estate, would ‘not discuss the 
will last night, saying that it would 
not be proper for him to do so. Bdward 
Robinson, Director. of. the Museum, 
likewise’ declined to’ discuss the dispo- 
sition of the Davis collection. Mr. 
Robinson said, ‘however,, that the ob- 
jects loaned by Mr. Davis were numer- 
ous and could not.be represented in 
dollars and cents. Many ‘of the most 
valuable of them, 
\sent.to the myseunt by Mr. Davis short- 
ly before he went to spend the. Winter 
at Secretary Bryan’s home.* As Mr, 
Davis was. 78 years old at that ‘time, 
the fact that ‘he’ added to his loans t6 
the museum’ was taken by several’ per- 
sohs to adumbrate his intention of leav- 
ing the collection to the Metropolitan, 


Discoveries in Ancient Tombs. 
Mr. Davis’s neflectiony were gathered 


he tombs of the pareiits. 

of Queen Tii, .consort. ‘of Amenhotep 
IL. and *moth=r:of~the, more. celebrated 
“ Herétic King,’” Amenhotep IV. ‘These 
thonarchs lived some 3,500 years aso, 
when Egypt ‘was at the’ height tf its 
ancient ‘¢lory: ‘Many -valuablé ‘pieces 
were discovered -in. this excayation that. 
found \their. way to the Metropolitan 
Museum. ‘The. results. of the expedition 
were characterized by Professor *Mas- 
pero an® other Egyptologists as. thé 
most noteworthy achieved . up, to; that 


time. . 

But Mr, Davis’s excavations two’ years 
later in ‘the: same. region’ proved even 
more important, for. on that. occasion he 
unearthed .the gold-lined -tomb.of the 
“Heretic King ’’ himself. It was found 
to contain what. is believed .to be the 
mummy of the. King and many relics of 
Queen Tii. whose name has. been vari- 
ously spelt Teyo, ‘yi, and Mele.: 

The tomb was @ piain square sepuichre 
cut out of solid’rock, adjoining the.tomb 
of Rameses IX, Its walls, as well as 
the mummy in it, were covered’ with 
gold sheets of the thickness of brown 
| paper and many jewels; gold ornaments 
and sacred. relics were found .intact, 
The. sacrcophagus was. a wonderful 
work of art covered with a framé” of 
gold inlaid with lapjs lazuli, corneélian, 
‘and green glass. 

One of the striking relics. found’ in 
the tomb was a Canopic portrait head 
of Queen Tii, made entirely of alabaster 
except ‘the eyes: and. eyebrows, which 
i were inlaid lapis’ lazuli and obsidian. 
This invaluable antique is now:on ex- 
hibition in the museum, having .been 
loaned by Mr. Davis with other price- 
less objects in, 1911. 

Mr. Davis’s work was not confined to 
the excavations at the two tombs’ men- 
tioned. For many years he furthered 
and financed excavations and obtained 
many frelics. From time. to time most 
of these antiques have been loaned to 
the Metropolitan Museum, until at the 
present time the Davis collection . on 
exhibition is» equaled by none.

That.was 
in a small town behind the firing line 
in. Northern France, quite near to Cam- 
brai. Our officers took charge of the 
church inthe town, and a number of 
Bavarian. soldiers were invited to the 
services, Services had hardly been 
started when some monks gave signals 
with small flags. ‘They were obseryed 
by German staff: officers, but just.then 
a shell hit the church, crashed through, 
and exploded. It was a French shell. 
Thirty men were carried away in am- 
bulances tothe. hospital at Cambrai on 
account of that shell. 

‘‘“Two French . priests, twenty nuns, 
and fifteen male civilians were arrested 
the next day, charged with conspiring 
to kill the soldiers’in the church. They 
are going to be - court-martialed, and 
they may. be dead now. They all ought 
to have their heads chopped off. 

There was no end: of food in the Ger- 
man camp up to Jan. 15, according to 
the Bavarian’s letters. He said it was 
ridiculous . for. relatives to send the 
soldiers things to eat. The officers, 
with their ‘pay ‘of ten francs’ ($2) a 
day, Muller said, fared better than the 
soldiers, and this condition, he said, 
eaused many of the latter to grumble, 
As long as ‘French castles, stocked 
with wines, were eee he added, 
there was no cause for worry. 

Muller wanted his New York friends 
to know that he was wearing the finest 
pair. of Russian -leather military boots 
ever made. He found them in a store 
and appropriated them, he said. All 
in all, he said, the life of a cook at 
the German front was about eighty- 
six times as merry and gay as the life 
of a.cook in Munich.

“The idea of bringing about the re- 
duction of armies and navies by inter- 
national agreement,” says'thé league in 
the announcement of its international 
program issued yesterday, “is indorsed 
by many powerful American organiza- 
tions, and we are undertaking’ to solid- 
ify the movement and co-ordinate the 
efforts along’ this line while the Buto- 
pean war is still in progress in order 
to make the strongest possible presenta- 
tion of. the issue at the earliest op- 
portune moment..

Fatalities Appalled Him, but He Re- 
entered Game to Outdo Pegoud. 


Lincoln Beachey on May 12, 1913, said 
at'the Olympic Club-in San Franciseo : 

You 
couldn't get me into.en aeroplane “again: 
at the- point of a. revolver, ‘I am ‘‘con- 
vinced. that the only, thing’ that draws 
crowds to see me is-the morbid desire to 
see something happen. They call me 
the Master Birdman, but ‘they:pay to 
see me die. 
** Moreover, I am affected by . the 
deaths of so many boys who were 
friends or’ pupils of mine. "Gene ‘Ely 
was killed in October, 1911, at Macon, 
Ga., trying to'do my dip, and his widow 
told me that she would still Have" him 
with here if-he had never seen me fly. 
In Chicago last . September . Horace 
Kearney’s \ mother begged me ‘not to 
teach her son any more aerial tricks, 
and he said to ‘her: ‘ Mother,: I must do 
what Beachey does if I want to be a 
top-liner.’

‘Beachey took out the first Wright 
license last May and built a new. ma- 
chine, in which he expected to install a 
European. motor, to enter the Gorden 
Bennett race, which was to have taken 
place in September, 1914. 

Beachey was considered the: most skill- 
ful,-and; daring of. American aviators 
and. was_ bracketed with . Lieut. Milling 
by. Orville Wright as one of the two 

“natural” flyers in the country. He 
was born-in n ‘Francisco in: Septem- 
beg, 1887. While still a boy he started 
to learn the navigation of the air in 
dirigible balloons, -at that time ‘the only 
mae@hipes available. His preceptor. was 
Capt. Thomas Baldwin of San Fran- 
cisco, under whose direction he made his 
first flight in.a dirigible at Oakland in 
1905. In the Summer vr 1906 he circled 
the Capitol at Washington; in September 
of that year met with his first accident 
—at Baltimore—when his balloon caught 
fire several hundred feet above ground. 
Beachey: escaped with slight burns. In 
the following June, after he had been 
flying for some weeks at Tapes iand, 
Staten Island, he flew to — 
descending at Battery Park, and when 
ordered on by the, police, flew away up- 
town, and eventually was carried over 
Randall's Island, where his balloon was 
wrecked and fell on a buoy in Little 
Hell Gate. Four months later he won a 
race at St. Louis from his old a.

He frequently flew in women's 
clothing; he was .accustomed. to make 
the figure eight without ever putting his 
hands on thé control; he would make 
startling volplanes, leading the crowd to 
think he surely had lost his balance and 
was falling. At the Chicago meet in 
1912 he was fined, along with Horace 
Kearney, for. risky work, Beachey’s 
fault consisting in the fact that he had 
dorie his) *‘ ocean waves "’ at a height of 
get more than ten feet above the crowd. 

The deaths of Kearney, Walsh, Ely, and 
several others who had tried to emulate 
him: finally *soberedhim and ‘drove him 
out of the game, but he. could not stay 


away .after Pegoud had begun to sur- 
pass his achievements.

A SCHOLAR’S LITERARY are 

When a scholarly. man of ripe 
perience takes pains:to prepare for bas 
encouragement of aspiring youth a 
Hist of the books which have: profited 
him, the result:is always worth having. 
There cannot be too many lists of the 
pest hundred or best thousand books, 
in any language or all in which books 
are made, which represent the honest 
impressions end. convictions of a well- 
cultured mind. Dr. ANDREW D, WuITs, 
in-a, list prepared for Cornell students, 
places the English Bible first, as might 
have heen expected, though some sur- 
prise’ must be felt that he specifies 
the sixth chapter of Micah among its 
nobler passages: There is; to be sure, 
splendid force in the denunciation of 
unkindness, ignorance, injustice, and 
the evil counsels of Omri and Ahab 
in that chapter, but ft is’ difficult to 
see. why its phrases should linger in 
one’s memory: more. persistently than 
many others in many other chapters 
of the Old Testament. Has not Dr. 
Waiter been made the victim of a mis- 
‘print, and is not the fifth chapter of 
Micah, with ita lyri¢al foreshadowing 
of the coming of the Man of Bethile- 
hem, the one he has in mind? 

It must be said, however, that Dr. 
Wurtt's selections are not only sound 
but nofmal. For the most part, they 
are what_we might have looked for 
from him.» His favorites in the an- 
cient classics are these: of most other 
scholars with the literary instinct; if 
in his estimate of SHAKESPEARE he 
places “.As You Like It” on a “lower 
plane” than “A Midsummer Night's 
Dream,” we must pccept that judg- 
ment as oné. of those polite vagaries 
of criticism which are valuable as 
revelations of an eminent critic’s men- 
tal bias, and uséful in. promoting 
thought, if not controversy. Similar 
4mstances' of his pérsonal bias are 
found in his preference of Huco to 
Dumas,’ based solely on “The Hunth- 
back of Notre Dame,” too, as a mere 
remancer; his neglect of DrcKENs 
among English novelists, and his fail- 
ure to include Lams and Hazuitr ‘with 
his favorite essayists:

The loss of the beneficent activities 
of Samvuret Bowes, whose untimely 
death .was recorded in yesterday's 
Times, will be felt far beyond the en- 
vironment. of the Massachusetts city 
in. which, he dwelt and labored. He 
was a force for good in American jour- 
nalism. Inheriting control of a well- 
established newspaper of sound tradi- 
tions, he applied himself successfully 
to the task of preserving those tradi- 
tions, and while keeping The Spring- 
field: Republican abreast with the 
times, year by year, he never lowereg 
its standards. It may be. said that he 
left the newspaper just where he found 
it, which is-more than many sons of 
great editors have done, but this could 
not be accomplished by sitting, still 
and blindly adhering. ta. old rules; 
nothing whatever can be accomplished 
by that kind of conservatism. 
In that restricted sense Mr. BowLrs 
waa not conservatives .He was alive to 
new ideas and new issues, but he was 
careful to preserve always the dignity, 
honesty, and cleanliness of his news- 
paper, and its good {mfluence was rec- 
ognized in his day, as it was in his 
father’s, all over the country. Mr. 
BowLEs was able, courageous, upright, 
and useful in his, profession and to the 
world at large.

The Grest 
in London destroyed the last of 
granaries, and also the publie 
and ovens in. which, the city’s grain 
was ground and baked, and the sys- 
tem waa net thereafter introducéd, 
ehiefly because the general laws 
against grain speculators were suffi- 
cient to restrain undue speculation. 
Corn markets were held, however, as 
late 4s the beginning of the eighteenth 
century at Bear Quay, in Thames 
Street, London, while Queenhithe was 
the chief market for flour and meal, 
and “later the metropolitan trade 
centred in the world-famous Corn) Ex- 
change in Mark Lane. So well guard- 
ed have the people of London and 
England been in recent times against 
“corn factors” that no such exploits 
as those of the Chicago wheat pit from 
time to time have been possible. The 
report of the Commission.on Food In- 
quiry may or may pot advocate. a 
return to some former severe practices 
in food regulation, but it will at least 
probably be followed by legistation 
which will still further safeguard the

Senator Brown Deprecates President 
Hadley’s Advice to Students. 


To the Editor of Thé New York Times: 

Always deeply attached te academic life as 
essential to any desirable civilization, socisty, 
or Commonwealth, I wish ta protest against 
President Hadley’s advice to Yale students 
to keep out of public life unless they have in- 
dependent means. Jt may do smajl harm to 
Yale students. I will probably influence ; 
few who would be worth their salt in public 
life, Such men would doubtless resent it 
and perhaps be stimulated to action. Those 
who abide by it would be of no use anyway, 
and it will be resented by university men of 
independent meang whe realize the unfitness 
of the distinction. 

But it may do much harm déutside of unl- 
versity eircles, This era is marked hy a 
gross selfishness ‘toward the State. The 
counting house, the family, and most busl- 
ness and social influences decry public life 
and political gervice as a hindranes te the 
accumulation of wealth, The movement has 
gained headway in this country yntil there 
is a poverty of talent in public life. It ts 
to the shame of our colleges and universities 
that they“have not done more te counteract 
it, It was not always go. Harvard, with her}: 
Adamses, and Yale, with ber Wlcotts, 
played a different part in earlier days, Web- 
ster and Hoar, Lincolm and Trumbull, M¢- 
Kinley and Read, are a complete answer to 
the suggestion.

EMPRESS’S FRIEND DIES. 


Former Cotintese De Madre Lived 
in Poverty in South Bend. 


Special to The New York Times 

SOUTH BEND, Ind., March 13.— 
Countess Jéane de Madre, once belle of 
Buropean courts, éonvent mate and 
friend of Princess. Bugénie, who later 
became the wife of Napoleon IIL, died 
this week in @ in a secluded 
spot in South Bend. ~ 

Few knew héF history. A brief obitu- 
ary chronicled her; death, giving her 
name as Mré. Peter Veuve, aged 83. 
Her only surviving telative is her hus- 
band. 

The Countess was the daughter of 
Count Hippolyte Henri de Madre des 
Oursiis, and was born June 24, 1881, in 
@ mansion opposite the Royal Palace in 
Brussels. As a gitl shé Went to @ 
French convent and here she became thé 
friend of Princess Eugénie. 

The Countess married a distinguished 
Frenjhman named Baudin in 1850. She 
then became a familiar figuré in court 
circles of Belgium and Franhce. When 
her husband died a few yeafs later the 
Countéss invested her fortune in the 
Frénch Panama Canal project. When 
this forturie was gone she opened a toilet 
shop in Paris and by catering to royalty 
amassed another fortune: 

She was a nurse in the Franco- Prus- 
sian War and was decorated for bravery. 
About 1880 the Countess came to Amer- 
ica with her son, who contracted an ill- 
hess and died. The son was a classmate 
at Sandhurst, Engiand, with the Prince,

Reformed Man Commits Suicide to 
Avoid Evil Ways. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 14.—Rather 
than return to a life of crime Fred 
Cassman committed suicide today at a 
hotel here where he had been a guest 
for.about a month. In letters found in 
his -room Cassman said he was 50 years 
of age; that up to twenty years ago his 
career had been one of petty crimes, and 
that he had reformed as the result of 
twenty ‘lashes given him at the whip- 
ping post in New Castle, Del., in 1895. 
Of this crime he said he was innocent, 
but the circumstantial evidence was so 
strong that he had béen convicted.

A few days ago he had 
met some of his companions of former 
days, and fearing their influence would 
lead -him ‘back to his old life he de- 
cided to kill himself. His body was 
found today hanging by a rope from the 
ceiling of his room. 

Cassman registered at the hotel as 
Jenn. Bradlet, of Wilmington, Del., but. 
in the letters he said that name was 
fictitious. 


GOMPERS SPURS UNIONS. 


Urges All Working People, Even to 
Housemaids, to Organize. 


In the hope of bringing the member- 
ship up to 8,000,000 President Samuel 
Gompers of the American Federation of 
Labor issued a manifesto yesterday 
calling upon all national and interna- 
tional unions to organize the “‘ unorgan- 
ized workers in every field of honorable 
human endeavor.” 

The enactment of the labor provision 
of the Clayton anti-trust law, Mr. 
Gompers said, presented an opportunity 


for expansion which all unions should be 
quick to make use-of. 

Particular instructions. were given to 
organize stenographers, typewriters, 
bookkeepers, office assistants, elevator 
operators,, porters, janitors, and ‘* work- 
ingwomen employed in homes and 
known as domestics or household work- 
ers.”’ 

The unions are also urged to form 
local label leagues, to be branches of the 
Women’s International Label League. 
The leaders are to make monthly re- 
ports on the number of new members 
taken in and new unions formed.

of Arrangement Made with 
the Textile Alliance. 


Great Britain's action in placing wool 
and woolen goods on the list of abso- 
lute contraband will affect~ the ar- 
rangement concluded between. the Brit- 
ish Government and ‘the Textile Al- 
Iiance, Ine., for the exportation of the 
staple to this country only in a way to 
facilitate shipments under the agree- 
ment. The same course was pursued 
in ‘connection with the lifting of the em- 
bargo on rubber. » By establishing wool 
as .contraband, the Alliance will be 
able to guarantee that none ‘of the 
product will leave these shores once 
it gets here, 

The plan of the Alliance ip proceed- 
ing smoothly, and the announcement is 

made on age: + of cables from Messrs. 
Freshfields, the London. solicitors of 
the committee, that the War. Trade 
Department has approved as custodian 
bankers the London. representatives of 
the following. firms: essrs. Kidder, 
Peabody & Co., Brown me & Co, 
ee Higginson & Co., and J, P. Morgan 


Cable advices further indicate that the 
colonial office has recommended to the 
Governor General of Australia that no 
licenses from there be, granted unless 
the intended recipient has the approval 
of the British Embassy and the Textile 
Alliance. To secure uniformity, it is 
planned to make a similar arrangement 
with New Zealand and South Africa. 
The War ‘Trade. Department, . besides 
these measures, is contemplating treat- 
ing wooled sheepskins as wool. 

The Alliance has received a number 
of applications for licenses, and an of- 
fice will shortly be established in Bos- 
ton. The appointment of the custodian 
banks was undertaken to do away with 
any objection the banks here might 
have to the consignment of -all ship- 
ments to A. M, Patterson as President 
of the Alliance. 


The British Rubber Compact. 
As a’ result of the agreements be- 
tween buyers and sellers: of crude and 


manufactured rubber that have grown 
out of the conditions intposed by the 
English Government in raising the em- 
bargo on shipments of crude rubber to 
this country, steamship lines are refus- 
ing to carry to neutral countries articles 
containing even a small amount of rub- 
ber, such as clothes wringers and carpet 
sweepers. The sale of several American 
products in foreign markets is being 
curtailed in consequence. 

It is exceedingly important, according 
to the Merchants’ Association, that a 
supply of crude rubber maintained 
for domestic consumption, but the as- 
scciatton has suggested that. probably 
the British embargo was not intended 
to extend to articles of common use con- 
taining small portions. of low quality 
rubber. ;
